peals to the farmer. Professing 
the utmost solicitude for his wel- 
fare, they seek to mislead him foto 
the support of a policy that will 
inevitably impair the purchasing 
ability of those who are now his 
chief ctistomers. Ninety-five per 
' cent. of all the products of Ameri- 
can farms are now consumed by 
the American people. A large 
majority of these would be unable 
to buy in quantity and quality as 
they now buy were it not for the 
wages received for labor in indus- 
tries which, under free trade, 
would be divided, if not altogether 
given over to people fed and 
clothed from the products ef fer- 
eign fields. 

In return for his aid in over- 
turning the existing business ar- 
rangements the farmer is promised 
lower prices for what he has to 
buy, and is asked to believe that 
foreign customers will be found to 
take the place of those he may lose 
nearer home. 

The fallacy of such teaching, as 
well as the hollowness of the prom- 
ise, lies in the assumption that the 
farmer’s succes§is any less depen- 
dent upon a general prosperity 
than that of his fellow-men in other 
callings. Farming, says the Econ- 
omist, is but one of the essentials 
to a complete national economy, 
anda farmer can no more make 
his business profitable in the ab- 
sence of good customers, than cap 
the merchant or manufacturer. 
And his.customers must necessa- 
.Tily be found outside of those who 
are engaged in agriculture. With- 
out steady work and fair wages for 
laborers, mechanics, clerks, and the 
army of working people who now 
find it more for their interest to 
buy than to produce the varied 
ep of the soil they consume, 
the farmer would be compelled to 
confine his efforts of the few pro- 
ducts that can be shipped abroad. 

Thé free-trade policy of England 
has reduced the number of hor 
farms, as well as the profits from 
those remaining under tillage, and, 
as similar results will surely follow 
its application in this country, the 
farmer should be the last man to 
vote for a change in that direction.
